Player left paralysed 
will not be defeated

A footballer has ambitions for 
the Paralympics after becom¬ 
ing partially paralysed in a 
tragic incident. 

Chris Keogh, 27, was a strik¬ 
er at AFC Ewell, his team for 
six years, but dislocated his 
neck in three places after a 
freak accident on Saturday, 
April 14. 

“The surgeon told me he’d 
never seen this type of injury 
from football before,” said 
Chris. 

“The ball bounced up in the 
air, I went up to head it like I’d 
done so many times before, 
but I ended up on the ground 
and my body went into pins 
and needles all over. 

“I couldn’t feel the lower 
half of my body” 

At St George’s Hospital, 
Chris spent six hours in sur¬ 
gery and bolts were put into 
his neck and then was in in¬ 
tensive care for eight days. 

“I had a chest infection pri¬ 


or to this so I was really strug¬ 
gling to breath,” said Chris. 

Four days in, Chris received 
shocking news. The doctor 
told him he had a complete 
spinal cord injury This means 
it’s very unlikely Chris will be 
able to walk again, although 
he is keen to start swimming 
as soon as he’s fit enough. 

The hashtag #CK2024 on 
Chris’s go fund me page refer¬ 
ences his ambition to compete 
in the 2024 Paralympics. 


He said: “Currently I am on 
the waiting list for a specialist 
spinal rehabilitation centre, 
the Paralympians use their 
sporting facilities so naturally 
I’m going to be gunning for a 
gold medal.” 

Chris’s teammates have 
been fundraising tirelessly 
for a custom-made wheelchair 
and other equipment he will 
need, so far they have raised 
more than £12,000. Chris said 
it was only because the refer¬ 


ee David Sanford put pressure 
on his neck, after the advice 
of a junior doctor, that he still 
has use of his hands. 

“I was begging him to take 
it off because it was so pain¬ 
ful, but if he hadn’t I would 
have moved my neck.” 

When he saw them posed in 
‘For You CK’ Tee shirts, Chris 
said, “I just started crying like 
a little baby”. 

Chris said he’s been vis¬ 
ited by every single one, who, 


along with his parents and 
girlfriend, Daisy, have been 
“fantastic”. Driving straight 
from France to the hospital, 
his parents have been there 
every day since. 

Chris is feeling far from de¬ 
featist. “Mentally I’m doing 
well,” he said. “My life plans 
remain the same. I still intend 
to see the world and spend the 
rest of my life with Daisy”

“We’ve been training every 
weekend and building up our 
distances as we get nearer to 
the big day A number of us 
have walked long distances 
before having completed 
challenges such as the Three 
Peaks, a 155 mile footrace in 
six days across the Atacama 
Desert, the Welsh 3000, Ever¬ 
est base camp, the Inca Trail 
and walking up Mount Ken¬ 
ya and Mount Kinabalu but 
there are a few however for

The idea is not only to raise 
awareness of hypertension but to 
also gather evidence which can 
influence health officials. 

Sharn Dev, pharmacist and Horton 
Pharmacy owner, said his team 
offer blood pressure screening all 
year round but they are eager to 
support the initiative.

The care and love that my 
mum got was the best, they 
loved my mum like she was 
their own. 


I want everyone to know 
about the incredible care my 
mum received and I need the 
careers to know how thankful I 
am. They work 12 hours shift 
and to work with people with 
dementia you need to have a big 
heart.

I read with interest and dismay 
the above article in The Epsom 
Guardian 19th April issue. 

I have to ask the question ‘does 
Cllr. Kingston have any idea of 
what actually occurs in 
Epsom? 

I have been the victim of ASB, 
harassment, criminal damage & 
assault from a neighbour for ap¬ 
proximately seven years. 

One assault resulted in an injury 
that has caused a permanent dis¬ 
ability which resulted in loss of 
employment. 

The response from EEBC is that 
the advice I have received from 
government ministers and govern¬ 
ment agencies such as DEFRA is 
that the information is inaccurate 


and/or not relevant. 

When I was advised to request 
that the community trigger be 
implemented I was told “we’re not 
taking any more incident reports 
from you”. I was further advised by 
CPS that all reported behaviour is 
normal family life. 

According to Surrey Police 
incidents reported are criminal 
offences and harassment but I 
require totally independent evi¬ 
dence, ie, friends, family and even 
the gardener are not suitable as 
witnesses. 

This is a total impossibility 
when the offences occur within 
the vicinity of one’s own front and 
rear gardens. 

If on my own out in the street 


when an incident occurs no action 
can be taken because there are no 
witnesses. 

Again according to Surrey Po¬ 
lice, CCTV is not suitable evidence 
because and I quote “You can’t 
identify xxxx because you know 
who she/he is and you’re not inde¬ 
pendent”. According to Surrey Po¬ 
lice a child under the age of lOyrs 
is not responsible for their actions 
(this is common knowledge) and 
the parents are not responsible 
for their behaviour even when 
the above mentioned injury was 
caused by one such child. 

According to Surrey Police there 
is no such law as parenting orders. 
I have attached a copy of the legal 
explanation. 


I live in constant fear of harm 
to myself and/or damage to my 
property and as a retired pensioner 
of nearly 70yrs of age, female and 
living on my own this is merely 
an existence and not a decent way 
within which to live. 

My house is, according to an 
estate agent virtually un-saleable 
as I would have to declare the 
problems. 

In conclusion the article in my 
opinion is more of a “look at how 
wonderful we are” statement than 
any intention to actually improve 
the lives of Epsom residents. I 
would be happy to meet with Cllr. 
Kingston.

A violinist has urged aspiring 
players to follow their heart as 
he prepares for a Surrey con¬ 
cert. 

Internationally renowned 
British violinist, Jack Liebeck 
will be performing Men¬ 
delssohn’s Violin Concerto with 
the Royal Philharmonic Orches¬ 
tra at Dorking Halls next month. 

Mr Liebeck has played on 
award-winning film soundtracks 
and garnered a host of prizes in¬ 
cluding a classical Brit in 2010. 

“Orchestral music has a pow¬ 
er that really has to be witnessed 
in person to appreciate,” he said. 

“I challenge anyone to go and 
hear a professional orchestra 
and not be awestruck by the 
emotional power and skill in¬ 
volved in the performance. 

“To see many people working 
as one with such coordination is 
truly impressive.” 

Mendelssohn’s Violin Con¬ 
certo is one of the most famous 
pieces in the classical canon.

Concerto when I was fifteen 
years old and have played it so 
many times that it seems almost 
impossible to imagine that there 
was a time when the piece didn’t 
exist. 

“It is a piece of great heart, 
subtlety and light-hearted virtu¬ 
osity and is always a joy to per¬ 
form.” 

Mr Liebeck’s career high¬ 
lights include being the soloist 
on the score for the 2011 film 
Jane Eyre, and also on the Os¬ 
car, Golden Globe and BAFTA 
nominated soundtrack for Anna 
Karenina. 

“There is a history of string 
playing in my family going back 
generations, but most of those 
relatives sadly died before I 
started,” he said. 

“I have a distant memory of 
going to a concert and seeing 
the violins in the orchestra and 
thinking, ‘I could do that!”’

Bronte Barbe talks about taking the lead 
role in Beautiful: The Carole King Musical at 
New Wimbledon Theatre later this month... 


What are you most enjoying about playing 
Carole King in the UK tour of Beautiful: The 
Carole King Musical? The songs! The music is 
amazing; it’s just the best. I haven’t played a part 
like this in my career so far. I also love how 
everyone in the company on tour with us is so nice; 
it’s a big family feel, which is lovely. 

Have you always wanted to be on stage and 
had the performing bug? Yes absolutely I have. 
My mum’s always performed - she’s done a lot of 
amateur dramatics and my Auntie is a singer so it 
was always in the family. I first started dancing 
when I was three in baby ballet, and I took dance 
lessons for years and years but I didn’t actually 
want to be a dancer. In fact I was always singing, 
and I think my Mum’s told me that I would be in the 
park and singing The Little Mermaid to other kids 
on the swings! I also used to sing Titanic down the 
phone to my Grandma and she used to cry, all that 
sort of thing! So yes, I’ve always wanted to perform 
really. I started doing drama at a young age and 
doing shows with my Mum where I would play the 
child and things like that. There’s nothing else I’ve 
wanted to do really, I’ve been so firm and set on it. 
The first time I was on stage was when I played the 
littlest angel in the Nativity play at primary school, 
and I’ve loved it ever since. 

Were you familiar with Carole King’s work prior 


to joining the show? Yeah I was. I’ve had Tapestry 
for years actually. When I first got a record player I 
bought it because my Mum said, “you have to get 
this album it’s amazing”, but I didn’t realise until 
listening to it just how many songs that I already 
knew were actually written by Carole King. Then I 
saw the show in the West End and realised there 
are loads and loads of songs I was pleasantly 
surprised to know, but had no idea were written by 
her. So many of her songs have filtered into my 
head without me knowing through the TV or radio. 
Was there something in particular that drew 
you to the role of Carole King, or do you 
identify with her at all? Totally, she is so 
determined, particularly as a woman starting out in 
the time she did, working in the industry she did. 
She knew what she wanted, so worked hard and 
went out and got it, which makes her very 
inspirational. However, she is also a very relatable 
character I think. 

What kind of differences did you encounter in 
developing your performance of a real person 
rather than a fictional character? It was all very 
different to anything I’ve ever done before. I was 
listening to her music constantly obviously, but I 
didn’t want to do an impression. I wanted to work 
on an interpretation of her because there’s no way 
to impersonate her, she’s so iconic and her sound 


is so lodged in people’s minds. So I wanted to stay 
as true to her as possible but without doing an 
impression. Obviously there was the accent - 
trying to perfect her speaking voice and getting it 
as close as I could. I constantly watch videos to try 
and keep it fresh and accurate. I researched the 
time period and places she was working in at the 
time. 

Whilst Carole King’s music will be familiar to 
many people, her life story may not be. What do 
you think makes it so engaging and perfect for 
the stage? I think because it’s so relatable really. 
Everybody knows a Carole essentially, or is a 
Carole maybe and wants things she wanted - like 
to have a family and be successful in her career. 
She never set out to become famous but her talent 
and ambition meant that whilst she might be quite 
ordinary in some ways, she has an extraordinary 
story. There’s a big draw to it. 

Beautiful follow’s Carole King’s story across a 
number of years in the early part of her long 
career, what is it like to portray a character 
through so many moments throughout their 
life? There’s so much depth to it you know, as 
she’s a real person. We meet her in the show at 
age 16 and go up to 29 and it’s been interesting 
because you want to be bouncy and young at the 
start but you don’t want to be playing her as a 


stereotypical teenager. Physically it can be a bit of 
a challenge as you have to grow and mature in 
your performance each night, but you have 
2-hours to do it. It’s a lot in the body, and in the 
voice to give her that maturity. I’m almost at the age 
she is at the end of the show, and as you grow 
older your voice changes but also the weight of 
what was going on in her life at the time affects you 
in so many different ways so I try to bear that in 
mind in my performance. 

Do you have a favourite number to perform? I 
do. Beautiful, I love it so much it’s my absolute 
favourite. Even if I’m really tired I get to Beautiful 
and I’m filled with energy again. I love the way it’s 
set and orchestrated with the band and then 
building the backing vocals. It’s such an 
empowering moment on stage and you can’t beat 
it. I feel like a bit of a rock star! I think sometimes it 
can take the audience by surprise as a lot of 
people might not know it as well as some of her 
other songs, but the lyrics are so great and it is so 
uplifting I can see almost an intake of breath and 
people instantly warm to it.

TULLY (15): Mother doesn’t know best - she is teeter¬ 
ing on the precipice of a nervous breakdown - in Jason 
Reitman’s beautifully crafted and bittersweet portrait of 
modern parenthood. The third collaboration between 
the Montreal-born director and screenwriter Diablo 
Cody, who won an Oscar for her exemplary script for 
Juno, conceals poignant home truths behind trademark 
snappy dialogue and a mistimed sleight of hand that 
leaves a satisfying lump in the throat. There is undenia¬ 
ble pleasure in unravelling the many layers to Reitman’s 
delicately observed film and the flawed yet deeply sym¬ 
pathetic characters, who struggle to articulate their fears 
to each other and prefer to suffer in anguished silence. 
It is not until a 21st century Mary Poppins (Mackenzie 
Davis) materialises in the fractured family home, and 
re-energises an exhausted matriarch (Charlize Theron) 
with an endless supply of self-help aphorisms, that an 
emotional dam breaks and the words and tears cas¬ 
cade. Theron is the picture’s steady emotional heart¬ 
beat and her raw, unselfconscious portrayal nourishes 
supporting cast. 

I FEEL PRETTY (12A): I feel many things about writer- 
directors Marc Silverstein and Abby Kohn’s romantic 
comedy of female empowerment and body fascism, 
but none of them are particularly pretty. As someone 
who has struggled with weight issues since boyhood 
and suffered fat-shaming, I’m acutely aware - perhaps 
too sensitive - to the deep emotional and psychologi¬ 
cal wounds that can be inflicted every time you look in 
a mirror. I’m certain that I Feel Pretty doesn’t mean to 
offend. Lead actress Amy Schumer has brilliantly lam¬ 
pooned issues of self-esteem, femininity and suffocat¬ 
ing convention in her TV sketch show and the hilarious 
2015 film Trainwreck. However, here she is at the mercy 
of Silverstein and Kohn’s script, which piles on misery 
and self-loathing in the opening hour until it becomes 
impossible to achieve redemption, even with Schumer 
working tirelessly to milk laughs from each set-up. 

THE STRANGERS: PREY AT NIGHT (15): As blood 
flows freely in the belated sequel to the 2008 horror 
thriller The Strangers, one victim tearfully pleads with 


her masked attacker to justify their desire to kill. “Why 
not?” coldly responds the assailant. Those words would 
surely tumble from the lips of director Johannes Rob¬ 
erts to explain why he felt it was necessary to return to 
this gruesome, blood-smeared milieu a whole decade 
after the original film drew chilling inspiration from true 
events to send occasional shivers down the spine. The 
Strangers: Prey At Night makes no pretence at original¬ 
ity or invention, pitting two desperate parents and their 
children against a trio of merciless maniacs, who con¬ 
ceal their true identities behind creepy masks. Like all 
horror film boogeymen, these aggressors possess an 
astonish ability to withstand every bone-crunching blow 
and petrol-soaked inferno their terrified targets can dole 
out in the name of survival, reanimating when characters 
least expect it to claim another victim. 

MARY AND THE WITCH’S FLOWER (U): Based on 
County Durham-born writer Mary Stewart’s 1971 chil¬ 
dren’s novel The Little Broomstick, Mary And The 
Witch’s Flower is a charming if slight animated adven¬ 
ture of self-discovery seen through the eyes of an in¬ 
quisitive, flame-haired girl. Simplicity is the secret of di¬ 
rector Hiromasa Yonebayashi’s picture, which eschews 
narrative sophistication in favour of linear storytelling, 
broadly sketched characters and a familiar battle be¬ 
tween youthful exuberance (good) and world-weary 
adult cynicism (bad). Visuals are a handsome amalga¬ 
mation of hand-drawn and computer animation, conjur¬ 
ing a fantastical world of duelling wands, shape-shifting 
guardians and a stampede of liberated wild creatures. 
Yonebayashi adopts a pedestrian pace to ensure young 
audiences remain under the spell of the diminutive 
heroine as she uncovers a clearly telegraphed family 
secret and marshals the courage to take charge of her 
destiny. An absence of on-screen jeopardy ensures 
children won’t be cowering behind their hands in the 
film’s latter stages but could test the ability of parents 
to maintain the illusion that they are fully engaged for 
103 minutes. 

AVENGERS: INFINITY WAR (12A): War demands 
sacrifices: civility, morality, compassion, responsibility

and, ultimately, torn flesh and innocent blood. There 
are many heartbreaking sacrifices - far more than ex¬ 
pected - in Avengers: Infinity War, a blockbuster bat¬ 
tle royale choreographed at dizzying speed by direc¬ 
tors Joe and Anthony Russo to unite characters from 
across the sprawling and sinewy Marvel Comics fran¬ 
chises. The head-on collision of The Avengers with 
protagonists from Black Panther, Captain America, 
Doctor Strange, Guardians Of The Galaxy, The Incred¬ 
ible Hulk, Iron Man, Spider-Man and Thor promises an 
eye-popping spectacle. A small army of special effects 
wizards conjure some truly jaw-dropping set pieces, 
razing New York, Edinburgh and otherworldly realms in 
the process. The Russos’ film would be a physically ex¬ 
hausting assault on the eyes and ears without welcome 
pauses for snarky humour, pop culture references and 
an obligatory Stan Lee cameo to the thunderous beat of 
composer Alan Silvestri’s score. Their method is crude 
but largely effective. 


BEAST (15): Shot partly on location in Jersey, Beast is 
a brooding adult fairytale of female empowerment and 
sexual awakening that might have tumbled from the pen 
of Angela Carter. Jim Williams’ disquieting orchestral 
score offsets the rugged beauty of island locales, cap¬ 
tured in suffocating close-up by cinematographer Ben¬ 
jamin Kracun who is finely attuned to the paranoia that 
drips from every line of director Michael Pearce’s lean 
script. Jessie Buckley delivers a searing lead perfor¬ 
mance as a guilt-riddled 20-something, who becomes 
embroiled in the hunt for a serial killer shortly after she 
falls under the spell of the prime suspect. Guilt and 
innocence become increasingly hard to separate as the 
film gathers momentum, culminating in a dinner-table 
outburst that jolts the nurture versus nature debate 
sharply in one direction. Pearce’s engrossing thriller 
certainly doesn’t pull its punches, scenting the air with 
discomfort until the threat of sickening violence almost 
chokes us.

Only one property in every eight sold in the 
current market succeeds in achieving its 
asking price-while no fewer than 86 percent 
sell for less. 

The figures, from the National Association 
of Estate Agents, apply to March and show 
a marked worsening over the February 
proportion of 74 per cent selling below asking 
price. 

The proportion in March is the highest since 
the association’s data records began in 2013. 

Meanwhile there’s been a small drop in the 
number of house-hunters on estate agents’ 


books - from 309 registered per branch in 
February, to 308 last month. 

But year-on-year, demand for housing is 
down by 22 per cent, as agents registered 
397 house-hunters per branch in March 2017 
and 417 in 2016. 

This drop in buyers contrasts with a rise 
in the the number of properties available per 
branch - it’s increased from 35 in February, to 
40 in March. 

There was no consolation from first time 
buyers sales, despite the Chancellor’s move to 
exempt most of them from stamp duty; sales 



to FTBs by three percentage points to 26 per cent in 
March, down from 27 per cent in January and 29 per 
cent in February. 

“Earlierthis month, Zoopla research showed that on 
average, houses are being sold for almost £25,000 
less than asking price, which our findings echo. A record 
number of properties sold for less than asking price in 
March, indicating that buyers have shifted into the power 


seat” says Mark Hayward, chief executive of NAEA 
Propertymark. 

“This is music to house-hunters’ ears - especially 
first-time buyers. Although sales to the group have 
fallen, the fact that the market is moving in the favour of 
buyers may trigger an upward swing in the number of 
sales agreed as they’re in a position to negotiate lower 
prices” he adds.

What Is Fair Wear And Tear?

Fair wear and tear is the 
most commonly disputed 
term between landlords 
and tenants, so what 
exactly is it? The House 
of Lords defines it as 
‘Reasonable use of the 
premises by the tenant 
and the ordinary operation 
of natural forces’ - still 
fairly ambiguous! Fair 
wear and tear is essentially 
minor scuffs and marks 
in a property that would 
have occurred if you 
were living there as a 
homeowner. Landlords 
need to be aware when 
making deductions from 
a deposit that they cannot 
benefit from betterment 
i.e. the property will 
not be improved at the 
tenant’s expense. You’ll 


also need to consider the 
lifespan of items in the 
property. For example, 
you cannot charge the full 
replacement of a 10 year 
old carpet if it’s damaged. 
It’s also important to 
consider the occupants 
of the property when 
accounting for fair wear 
and tear. If there’s a couple 
living in the property with 
full time jobs, the wear 
should be reduced as they 
are not in the property 
as often. Compare this 
to a family with young 
children, and the wear 


will be increased. Wear 
and tear can often lead to 
deposit disputes, find out 
how to deal with a dispute 
with a free Upad webinar 
by visiting www.upad.

NEW CAR REVIEW: MG GS 
By Jonathan Crouch 

Crossovers now come in all 
shapes and sizes but if you 
want one capable of taking the 
family-something Qashqai-sized 
-then typically, you’re looking at 
having to find around £20,000 
to get it new. If any brand could 
substantially reduce the asking 
fee necessary to get one of these 
kinds of cars in your driveway, 
they’d have a strong proposition 
to offer. Well MG has done just 
that with this GS model, arguably 
its most credible car yet. 

To start with, only one engine 
is on offer here, a 1.5-litre turbo 
petrol unit with 164bhp - a little 
more poke than you might expect 
from a car at this price point, 
especially as the poke comes in 
concert with a useful 250Nm of 
torque. Small to medium caravans 
and trailers of up to 1,750kg in 
weight should be no problem. 

Of course, if you are thinking of 
towing, you’d probably prefer 
it if MG offered a diesel or a 
bigger-capacity petrol alternative. 
Apparently the 1.9-litre diesel 
from the MG6 will fit beneath the 


bonnet - and in other markets, 
there’s a 2.0-litre turbo petrol 
engine option. On these shores 
though for the time being, we’ll 
need to be satisfied with the 1.5. 

You do at least get a choice 
of transmissions - a manual or a 
dual-clutch DCT unit that doesn’t 
decimate your economy figures. 
With the rather long-throw stick 
shift, rest to 62mph takes a 
reasonable 9.6s. You shouldn’t 
be disappointed by the neutral 
forgiving handling and bodyroll 
is well controlled. It is necessary 
though, to work the little motor 
quite vigorously to maintain eager 
forward momentum in the lower 
reaches of the rev range. 

Most will probably think the 
swoopy looks of the GS to be 
quite appealing - which should 
get customers to take interest 
in the showroom. Alloy wheels 
of at least 17-inches in size are 
standard across the range, as 
is a sporty rear spoiler. Inside, a 
few more of MG’s budget origins 
become obvious when it comes to 
the quality of some of the plastics 
used - but hey, look at what 
you’re paying. And check out the 
equipment too. Spec up a rival 


to this level and you’d be paying 
thousands more. 

The GS is quite practical too. 
The boot is bigger than you’d 
get in, say, a Nissan Qashqai, 
though its aperture does narrow 
around the edges. And there’s 


plenty of space for folk in the 
rear, though the level of the floor 
is a little high. From mid-range 
spec, you can adjust the backrest 
angle of the rear seat for greater 
comfort on longer journeys and 
the top ‘Exclusive’ model comes 


with full leather upholstery, which 
certainly lifts the cabin a bit. 

Approach the GS with 
expectations in line with the 
prices being asked and you won’t 
be disappointed by what it offers. 


There’s a package of space, 
equipment and performance 
here that would cost substantially 
more from directly comparable 
Qashqai-sized Crossover rivals. 
Yes, some of these may feel a 
little more polished inside but 
the gulf in quality between these 
brands and MG isn’t what it 
once was. 

In short, here’s a family car 
with a bit of style to it that could 
make a lot of sense for the right 
kind of buyer.

Sutton’s Kiwi all rounder Richard 
Sillers run out from the final ball of the allotted 
50 overs attempting a second run that would 
have levelled the scores and resulted in a tie 
in what was a magnificent game to open the 
season at Cheam Road. 

Sutton however, will rue a rusty early sea¬ 
son performance with the ball and in the field 
as they gifted Banstead 40 runs with wides no 
balls a number of miss fields and overthrows 
allowing Banstead to score 214 on a low slow 
wicket where run scoring wasn’t easy and 180 
was a par score.

Sutton United manager Paul 
Doswell was honest in defeat as 
the U’s missed out on the chance of 
going to Wembley losing 3-2 at home 
to Boreham Wood on Sunday 

The U’s will reflect on what might 
have been after a lacklustre first hour 
in the oppressive heat allowed the 
visitors to forge into a two-goal lead. 

Although United rallied in the 
latter stages, the damage had been 
done and Wood progressed to 
the play-off final at Wembley 
Stadium against Tranmere Rovers 
on Saturday 

“We had every advantage going 
for us,” Doswell told SUFCtv after 
the match. “They played on Thurs¬ 
day night, they lost two or three of 
their best players and we had a big 


home crowd behind us, but we didn’t 
take advantage of it and that’ll be a 
regret during the summer. 

“But I will reflect on it and the dis¬ 
appointment will stick with me for a 
while because I wanted it for the club, 
the volunteers, supporters, staff and 
players. We deserved to keep going 
for one more week.” 

The U’s were made to pay for a 
rather nervous first half display 
when Angelo Balanta fired low past 
Jamie Butler in the 42nd minute to 
give the visitors a half-time lead. 

United upped their game in the 
second half but it wasn’t until Wood 
went further ahead through a Ross 
Lafayette own goal in the 54th min¬ 
ute that Doswell’s men really started 
to play the type of football that has 
served them so well all season. 

The crowd of 2,730 were given 
something to cheer about when Tom 
Bolarinwa reduced the arrears with 
a close-range header on 82 minutes. 


However, joy turned to despair 
six minutes later when Wood 
restored their two-goal lead. 

Michael Folivi bundled the ball 
into the net after Bruno Andrade’s 
30 yard free kick had rattled the 
crossbar with a static home defence 
slow to react. But Sutton still weren’t 
finished. 

Two minutes into injury time 
Lafayette set up a grandstand 
finish with a powerful header into 
the corner of the net. 

The Sutton striker almost snatched 
an unlikely leveller at the death 
but his snap-shot was saved excel¬ 
lently at point-blank range by Wood 
goalkeeper Grant Smith. 

“We’ve got to give a lot of credit 
to Boreham Wood today” said a 
magnanimous Doswell. 

“They won under difficult circum¬ 
stances. They were the better team, 
they were sharper than us and they 
deserved their win. 


“We gave it a real good go over 
the last 20 minutes but that papered 
over the cracks. 

“I know people might not want 
to hear this, but it’s a bittersweet 
moment for me. 

“The bitterness of losing, but 
the sweet bit is we get to keep the 
community model here next year. 
I am just being honest. 

“I think this club has grown 
brilliantly over the last three to 
four years and that’s on the back of 
having a fantastic facility here. 

“And it would have bothered me 
had we gone up, because we’re not 
ready for League 2, but what we are 
is a very good National League side. 

“We should reflect on what has 
been another fantastic season for 
this football club. 

“It’s been the highest we’ve ever 
finished in our league history and 
that’s something that can’t ever be 
taken away from us.” 
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
